At the same time he directed 
hliii not to take any further action 
in the cases of H. J. Kicketts, fore- 
man of the printing and C. L. Hay, 
a diviaion foreman In tbe govem- 
BMBt prIntlDg oBao, whoaa roatgaa- 
tkw Palmer haa raqaaatad. 

Palmar had glrea RIcketts and 
Hay until Tuesday to show the cause 
in writing why chnrjics he liad made 
against them should nni he opera- 
tive In removing them from their 
positions Ib evaat of tbair tallars to 
resiga. 

In dtfsct dtaobedlenee of the pres- 
ident's directions, falnier in the Hth 
Insl., noliiled Hicketts and Hay the 
time which they might have in 
which to anawer bis charges would 
ba aztoadad aatU latarday tha tth 
Inst. 

As this was not only a Tlolatlon of 

ihe president's specific instructions, 
l>iit .IS I he ca.se of Kicketts and Hay 
had been jilaced in Ihe hands of the 
Keep commission for investigation, 
the presldeat felt It was time to uke 
poatUve aatioB \ regarding Palmer.

Willis was iharKcd willi the iniii 
der of his uncle, Lieutenant W. H. 
JohastoB, who was killed near Caa- 
tofa, TrlOT oovaty, Harch 1. 1*08. 
The victlia of tke a sssss l aaUoa was 
ahot throngh a window aa he was 
retiiiim and lived but a short lime. 

(..aurence Willis, for various rea 
sona. was arrested for the crime, ana 
convicted aad given a life eeateace, 
at the first , trial, although he was 
apparently lib ooafldeat of acquittal 
that he neglected countless opportu- 
nities to rsi apc 

He was granted a new trial ami 
brought to Padueah for safe keeping, 
the Cadis Jail being unsafe, aad 
spent several months as a gasst «( 
.taller Fayette .Tones. The caae was' 
tried two or three times at Cadls. 
the jury lielnK iiiialile lo auree ex- 
cept at the first trial. Willis, aome 
months ago execated bond aod was 
released. 

It was not believed that he would 

ever be convicted a>:ain. especlnll.v 
as two of the most liiiporlant wit- 
nesses have died since the first trial. 

Willis Is a young man, and made 
many frleAda i(hiie In Padueah, al- 
though durlag his stay here he was 
a prisoner in the county Jail. Those 
who saw hint nearly al\va>s called 
aKiiln and showed hini many favors. 

The case v\eiii to the jury yestSr> 
day afternoon and the Jury stood 
from the first eleven for aoQulttal 
aad one for ooavlctlon.
